This is ev'- 
dence that we are attempting to ce! 
at the facts and to look at all a: 
gles 
“The man who is thinking inde- 
pendently is more of a force tha! 
the man who is thinking from a 
pees: angle,” he said emphatic- 
ally. 
“If democracy is to succeed it 
can succeed only by each of ug be- 
ing our own leader. This does not 
mean any incoherency but leads to 
a frank point of view by every 
body,” he said. 

We are inclined to make too 
much of names, Dr. Wallace eon- 
tinued. Policies are the important 
thing and policies are the com 
munal attitude of people who art 
thinking 


POINTS OUT DANGER 

We must not be too greatly in- 
fluenced by sentiment, he said 
Sentiment is a weapon which turn: 
back on itself. There must be som: 
sentiment but the danger, he point 
ed out, lies in living in a world ot 
feeling alone. 

In conclusion Dr. Wallace said hi: 
did not know a greater force i) 
guiding public opinion than th: 
press and urged the publishe:

THE DOLLAR “CRISIS” 


New York papers are forecasting the 
devaluation of the United States dollar 
down to about 60 cents. That it will be de- 
valued is taken for granted; farm prices 
have not come up to the 1926 level. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has power to make it even 
a 50 cent dollar, measured in terms of gold 
at the rate formerly in use. 

That probably was what Premier Bennett 
was thinking about when he told western 
audiences the worst of the depression may 
be yet to come. If the United States dollar 
drops to any such figure, the Canadian 
dollar will have to drop also if we are to 
continue to sell products abroad. Our ex- 
ports to the United States would be shut 
off like water at a tap if the U.S. dollar 
went down and ours stayed up. If our dol- 
lar went down in proportion we should 
have nothing to worry about. 

If this is what Mr. Bennett is troubled 
about, the inference is that he intends to 
stand pat on “sound money”, let the 
United States dollar go where it will. If 
he does that his gloomy prediction will 
come to pass without doubt; the ‘‘worst” 
will come, and it will be “plenty.” 


IGNORING THE COMMON 
ENEMY 

Hitler says: “Wherever we look we see 
only privation, misery, unemployment, de- 
cay and destruction”. And to see such 
things the view does not have to be con- 
fined to German territory. They may be 
more prevalent there than elsewhere, but 
all over that continent unemployment and 
its attendant evils are present, to an ab- 
normal and threatening degree. Europe, 
like this and other continents, is having 
hard times. 

These are the conditions in which wars 
are bred. National tempers, like individual 
tempers, grow sensitive under the strain 
of hardship, want and dread. Europe has a 
hard problem to solve, in the eventual re- 
storation of Germany to a basis of equal- 
ity of rights with its neighbors. The pre- 
sent is the worst of all imaginable times in 
which to have to tackle it. 

Instead of talking about making war on 
each other, the nations on that continent 
should be joining their forces and pooling 
their resources of brains and materials for 
a joint war against the common want that 
threatens to engulf them all. If they had 
spent as much time and energy in the last 
fifteen years trying to solve the problem 
of distribution as they have spent jangling 
about boundary lines and treaty terms, 
there is reason to think they would today 
be enjoying a prosperity they would not 
dream of disturbing for the sake of fight- 
ing. 

If the League of Nations could get the 
European countries to turn away from 
political considerations and concentrate 
their attention on the economic menace 
that is common to all of them, the outlook 
for peace would be immensely improved. 
What Europe chiefly needs is something 
else to think about than its international 
grudges and grievances. When a man is 


earning a good living for his family he 
doesn't go about looking for quarrels with 
his neighbors.

Canada has not been a borrower but, on 
the contrary, has exported capital to an 
amount of 769 million dollars. Even in 
the year that has just , the net ex- 

rt of capital is estimated at no less than 

0 million dollars. These figures are after 
payment of all interest due outside of 
Canada and, therefore, during 1932 the 
country as a whole had no less than 70 
million dollars available to apply on the 
principal of foreign debts.” 

These figures are not compiled by any 
public man or newspaper politically inter- 
ested in discrediting the present Dominion 
Government, certainly not by any com- 
munist, socialist or other brand of radical. 
The statement was written by the econo- 
mist of one of the chartered banks of 
Canada, and published in the March 
number of the monthly letter which that 
bank sends out to its clients. 

But listen to this concluding sentence 
from the same ee e country 
as a whole will benefit by a premium on 
New York funds so long as the balance of 
payments is favorable, as at present.” 
That is to say, so long as we continue to 
export more than we —— we gain more 
on our sales than we lose on our pay- 
ments because the United States dollar is 
worth more than the Canadian dollar. 

So much for the lamentations over the 
lost and undone estate of this debtor 
country; it just isn’t anything of the kind. 
We are, and have been for the last ten 
years, piling up credits abroad every year 
$70,000,000 in excess of our commitments 
there. And if we cheapened our dollar 
our export trade would expand and we 
would make a still larger margin on our 
pe pate over and above the amount of our 
obligations abroad. 

Our “sound money” friends will have to 
hunt up another line of argument. The 
#‘debtor country” myth is exploded.

The Passing Show

War clouds are piling up in dark masses on both 
the eastern and western horizons. Japan and 
United States are each building navies with obvious 
intention—a clash all the more difficult to avert 
because each is a proud nation filled with martial 
pride, and in the case of the Japanese, because they 
believe their Emperor is of God's family and that 
their divine destiny is to rule over all the earth. 

Japan recently withdrew from the League of 
Nations, taking with her the strategically important 
Marshall and Caroline groups in the Pacific, which 
were entrusted to her oversight by the League. 

Germany, which but a few years ago, was stren- 
uously seeking admission to the League, has also 
withdrawn. A League from which withdrawals 
can be made the minute the League acts as a re- 
straint on warlike plans, or on armaments, has a 
decided kink in its effectiveness. A very few 
months may see clashes in both hemispheres that 
may powerfully affect the future of civilization.

A war between United States and Japan will 
be a war of naval strategy interspersed with air 
raids on coast cities in which flyers will pay with 
their own lives for the terrible havoc they will 
work with poison gases and incendiary bombs. 

A war between France and Germany would be 
onesided so far as numbers of available troops arc 
concerned, but no man knows where it would stop. 
Italy would probably feel about France as Britain 
did about Germany at the time of the march 
through Belgium. Where then would it stop? -No 
wonder that statesmen are concerned lest any 
hasty act may precipitate hostilities in Europe.

The British play censor has banned a sketch in 
a London music hall because it was a burlesque 
on Hitler. No action is taken by either the Wash- 
ington or London authorities to ban a sketch in a 
New York revue that raises guffaws at the expense 
of the British Royal Family. The skit shows the 
Prince of Wales and King George in conference 
over a proposed tour abroad that Britain's greatest 
commercial traveller is about to undertake. When 
somebody discloses that there are some beautiful 
women to be met on the trip, King George wants 
to take the Prince of Wales’ place. 

Far be it from this scribe to complain where 
Royalty and the authorities show no concern. No- 
body's feelings in England are going to be hurt at 
what Broadway laughs at. 
haven't any humor where their Chancellor and 
their country are concerned. They're deadly seri- 
ous. Though Hitler was a paperhanger and a cor- 
poral and wears a Charlie Chaplin moustache, 
Downing Street will see that no music hall come- 
dian hurts Hitler's sense of dignity. The action 
of the Lord Chamberlain shows how concerned the 
British authorities are not to add any fuel to the 
fires of continental ill-feeling. 


De Valera is working hard to have the Irish 
Free State declare itself a republic. What will 
happen in the event of such a declaration being 
made? 

No one either in Britain or in Canada doubts 
that if Canada were wishful to declare itself a 
republic, she would be left free to follow her choice. 
There would be no repetition of the American War 
of Indpendence. The Statute of Westminster has 
made Canada a Kingdom, equal in self-government 
with the Mother Country and the sister Kingdoms. 
If ever we want to leave the family partnership, 
feeling in Britain would favor our right so to do, 
however much the withdrawal would be regretted. 

Motives of self-protection would make Britain 
much less ready to consent to the Free State with- 
drawing from the Crown and forming itself into a 
Republic, yet should the issue arise and Irish opin- 
ion show itself strongly in favor of a republic, it is 
altogether likely that Britain would offer no effec- 
tive opposition. On this, De Valera doubtless counts 
in his campaign for an Irish republic. 


: 


When it comes to providing funds to help the 
republican movement, even under the guise of a 
sweepstake for the benefit of the Irish hospitals, 
British feeling is likely to be as emphatic as its 
spirit is tolerant. Now that the Duke of Atholl has 
disclosed the manner in which the Irish Hospital 
Sweeps are being used to fight the trade embargo 
and carry on republican organization, the Irish 
sweeps are likely to find their receipts from Eng- 
land and the overseas kingdoms greatly reduced 

According to the auditors’ report for October of 
last year, the fund for the sweep on the Caesare- 
witch amounted to £3,624.448, of which 66 per cent, 


or {2,378,939 was paid out in prizes. The balance

In addition to the {453,087 taken directly by the 
Irish Free State government—an amount equal to 
that given to the Free State hospitals, the Free 
State government also took indirectly by taxation 
26 per ceent of the share given to the hospitals. In- 
stead of calling it the Hospital Sweep, it should 
more correctly be called the Irish Free State 
Government Sweep. The government being a 
beneficiary to a larger extent than the hospitals.

When De Valera refused to pay the Free State's 
obligations under the Land Annuities Act, the Brit- 
ish Government imposed a tax against Irish cattle, 
and butter. De Valera replied by bonsuing export 
cattle, with the result that cattle now exported are 
twice the former number, while Irish butter 
exports are nearly treble the pre-tariff war figure. 
The Duke of Atholl who is fighting the Irish Sweep- 
stakes by a secret method (believed to be a private 
sweep in which all donors to British hospitals 
will share) declares that the money the Free State 
Obtains from the Irish Sweeps is used to finance 
Ireland's trade war with Britain and to aid the 
Republican cause. 

Sweepstakes are not legal in Great Britain, but 
there's nothing to prevent the Duke from distribut- 
ing “gifts” to the donors to the Duke's hospital 
fund. Strenuous efforts have been made to have 
him cease his campaign, even to threats against his 
life. The Duke has replied by insuring the lives 
of himself and his associates for £250,000. 

The new angle to the accusation that de Valera 
is using the Irish Sweeps for his Republican 
campaign comes from the Irish hospitals them- 
selves, who are appealing for financial help, claim- 
ing that they have not received anything trom the 
last three Sweeps supposedly held for their benefit.

Health and Diet Advice

X-RAY GREAT HELP IN DIAGNOSIS 

Having x-ray pictures made is a safe procedure 
and you will find it as easy as having a snapshot 
taken. Only 38 years ago the x-ray was invented 
by Dr. Roentgen. It is also called the roentgen- 
ray and is now widely used in finding out what 
type of disease is present. The x-ray should be a 
part of every complete health 
examination. 

In taking the x-ray cxamin- 
ation, two different types of 
equipment are used. One is the 
fluoroscope, which is the better 
for studying organs while mov- 
ing. I once gave a lecture at 
which I had a fluoroscope on 
the stage and I allowed the 
audience to come up and watch 
volunteers who stood in front 
of the machine. In this way a 
part of the crowd could see the 
living heart beating in the 

Dr. F. MeCoy = chest, and could see the out- 
line of the human stomach. At two o'clock in the 
morning I had to turn away several hundred people 
who were still waiting to have a turn at watching 
the fluoroscope. 

By means of this machine it is possible to tell 
whether the stomach has dropped, how long it 
takes to empty, and whether the intestines have 
fallen, become bound with adhesions, and are of 
normal outline, or have become either pouched, or 
narrowed by spastic contractions. 

In using the fluoroscope no x-ray “pictures” or 
films are made. To secure these, the second kina 
of x-ray machine is used. Such pictures form a 
record which you can keep. This is the type of 
apparatus used in studying parts which are not 
moving and is used for examining bones for frac- 
tures and for disease changes such as those present 
in arthritis. The technical name for an x-ray 
picture is a roentgenogram and in making it, the 
doctor must be sure that no objects such as pins, 
buttons, buckles or keys are on the clothing, or 
these objects will probably show up in the picture. 

If you have not seen x-ray pictures of the bones, 
you would find them of great interest. When you 
try to see the bones with the naked eye you are 
hindered because of the muscles and skin which 
hide them. But the eye of the x-ray strips aside 
the coverings of flesh and reveals the bones just as 
they are, even though they are hidden deep within 
the body. A good x-ray picture shows the bones 
plainly and clearly and one sees them almost as 
well as though one were looking at them. Without 
th x-ray the doctor may have to cut open the 


tissues to examine the bone, but with the x-ray he | 
} 


can see without cutting. 


In addition to making pictures of the bones, the | 


x-ray may be used to get a permanent record of 
the intestines, the gall-bladder and stomach. A few 
of the diseases and accidents in which the x-ray 
helps to make a better diagnosis are: tuberculosis 
of the lungs and spine, arthritis, gall-bladder dis- 
orders, kidney stones, tumors, fractures, disloca- 
tions, sinus trouble, infected teeth, prolapsus, ad- 
hesions kinking of the colon, accumulation of fluid

in the chest, mastoiditis, pyorrhea, rickets, bone | 


inflammation and many others. 

In making a correct diagnosis by means of the 
x-ray a great deal depends upon the skill of the 
operator who makes the pictures and also upon the 
experience and judgment of the doctor who inter- 
prets them. When the time comes for you to have 
someone explain to you what your x-ray pictures 
mean, it is a good plan to have a doctor whom you 
know is fully experienced in x-ray work. 

Many people hesitate before having x-ray pic- 
tures on aecount of the cost. However, you must 
consider that the sum spent on two or three partial 
examinations which do not accurately locate the 
real source of the trouble, will cost as much as 
the full x-ray examination. Furthermore, after the 
X-rays are made you enjoy a feeling of certainty 
and assurance not present after a less complete 
examination

ANSWER: The old-fashioned belief that piercing | 


the ears and wearing gold earrings strengthens the 
eyes does not hold any truth. The eyyes cannot be 
affected in any way by doing this. Plucking the 
eyebrows does not have any affect on the eyesight, 
but there is always the possibility of leaving the 
pores open for infection, although, if ordinary pre- 
cautions are taken, this can be avoided.

The 
federal government refused to 
accept this. The other western 
provinces signed the agreement 
—under protest, it is said. Anda 
week ago, representatives of the 
governments ‘of the three Prairie 
Provinces, meeting at Regina, de- 
cided to make a joint plea to the 
federal government to pay the 
whole cost of relief for single men. 

The provinces have every right 
to expect the Deminion to do this 
if they and municipalities must 
continue to pay two-thirds of the 
cost of family relief and the cost 
of administration, 

In the agreement between the 
federal and provincial govern- 
ments, the assistance offered by 
the Dominion for relief works has 
no practical value, because the 
payment by the municipalities of 
one-third of the labor costs and 
the cost of materials is quite be- 
yond them with their extreme

ARTICLE TWENTY-ONE 


Offside On Kick 
One of the most difficult rulings 
to be given by an official is that 
regarding “offside on a kick.” The 
rules call for five yards, and there 


is usually disagreemnt as to what 
is five yards and what ign't, which 
really shou glnot be hard to deter- 
mine ‘In order to clear up the 
point and satisfy all, the Rules 
Commitee have given an interpre- 
tation which is rather lengthy. The 
rule says that if a player is offside 
when one if his own side kickc the 
ball, he shall not touch the ball and 
must allow five yards to an oppon- 
ent attempting to receive the kick- 


ed ball, whether he attempts to 
catch on the run or by standing 
still, or attempts to pick up a 


bouncing ball or a ball motionless 
on the ground not in possession of 
a player 

The general intention, of course 
is to provide protection for the 
catcher and also to give him an op- 
portunity for him to make a move 
after he receives the ball. In most 
ordinary cases, such as flolowing 
down on a kick from scrimmage or 
o na return kick, it is considered 
that an offside player has ample 
opportunity to gauge his distance | 
and if he approaches within five 
yards of the receiving opponents 
either by intent or by misjudgment 
he alone jg responsible for infring- * 
ing the rule and his side should be 
penalized accordingly. 

However, there are certain occa- 
sions where the offside player does 
not approach the catcher, has had 
no opportunity of gauging distance 
but finds himself through no fault 
Ss own, occupying a position on 
field where he is technically 
infringing the rule. In such a 
case, where it appears to be im- 
possible for the offside player to 
gt five yards away from the 
catcher, the offside player shall not 
be penalized for braking the rule, 
provided that, in the opinion of the 
officials he is not within the pro- 
hibited area due to any act of his 
own and that he could do nothing 
to prevent himself from being with- 
in that area. Also if an offside 
player, finding himself within that 
area, does not obstruck or interfere 
opponent and shows his 
intent not to do so by falling to the 
in the 


official's opinion is calculated not 
to obstruct or interfere with the 
opponents, there shall be no pen- 
alty
